1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record lacks a teaching for a front and rear wheel drive vehicle with two and four 
wheel drive modes, a switching means for selectively switching a power transmission 
between the two and four wheel drive modes, a means for determining a difference 
between a present and target torque, and a teaching to change the present torque to a 
target torque in a gradual way only when the difference between present and target 
torques is determined to be above a predetermined value at the time of the switching 
from the two wheel drive mode to the four wheel drive mode.
